2543 to 1655, Appendix A) 
were added to the Mussum oolloctbn during the year. A terracotta 
rectang^r plaque (measuring 5'x2J', Museum 0(1.3552) showing 
a ntalo fi^re standing in a graoefol attitude is one of the rarest

gems omanating from the skilled teiTa.<!Ottn makors of 

the early Mathura School. It represents the Itidioiii God of I/jvo 
( or ) elegantly dressed and tastefully decorated 

with ornaments andholfiing arrows \n hia right hand and a large bow 
in hia left. Th(j perfect workmanship ia iDdicative of the high 
aesthetic skill of the Alathura ciay-moiilders. {Plate 1). Another 
noteworthy piece represonts the Child Nariijana (Mxiseimi no, 2561) 
reclining and slicking the te>o of his left footj wliieh is a famous 
subject of the Markandeya legends and is symbolical of Life hoating 
on a leaf of the Coamio Tree at the time of the Great Dissolution^

6. Museum Building — Tire building has been maintained in a 
fairly good condition tfiroughout the year, but the demand to pro¬ 
vide a suitable railing or enclosure wall round the Museum together 
with the laying of a pipe Uae to irrigato the lawns etlll corttinues to 
he very urgent. 

The plans and estimates for the fencing were prepared by the 
Eseeutive Engineer, Provincial Divisionp Agra, and submitted to 
Govarnmont early in February, Since then the project is await¬ 
ing sanction. 

7. Visitors— Tlio Institution on account of the richness of its 
art-collections continues to grow in popularity and wa 9 able to 
attract a large nuiubar of ciuiticnt and distinguished viaitora during 
the year.
